An Open Letter to the Leaders of the NAACP

Dear Mr. White: 

I am writing to you on the eve of the conference which the leadership of the 
National Association for the Advancement of Colored People will convene in Wash- 
ington, D.C., on the 17th of this month, as the call implies, to bring together those 
forces, Negro and white, whose unity of purpose, sterling leadership, and fearlessness 
in struggle, can guarantee that an end is put to the mounting terror that seems about 
to engulf black men and women in America. 

I am writing you at a moment in history when almost daily, events prove with 
awful certainty that the fate of black America is in the balance. For more than 
two centuries we knew the horrors ‘of slavery. Now we know a freedom character- 
ized by Jimcrow and segregation, black ghettoes, lynching and the chain-gang system 
and these evils have added to them the horrifying mass trials of innocent Negroes 
with legal lynching at the end. 

The organization you have the honor to lead has never seen more harrowing 
hours. Your leaders are murdered and their homes bombed, your followers terror- 
ized. Your own life is threatened, accentuating the increasing prosecution and 
terrorization of the Negro people. 

There were those who consistently and persistently alleged that the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People was immune to persecution 
if only it did not become too “radical”; that it could make substantial and funda- 
mental gains for the Negro people by placating-and soothing its persecutors. His- 
tory has now shown that those people were living in a fool's paradise. 


ALL ARE MENACED 


The threats that once menaced only those who preached the idea that the 
crimes against the Negro people were crimes of government, behind which stood the 
owners of the economic wealth of America, now loom above those who only mildly 
petition that our rulers enforce the law. All, among black Americans, are menaced. 

This letter is a plea for real unity. It is a plea that we put an end to the 
artificial separation of the Negro people. That separation can only help our common 
enemy. We believe our unity could have saved the Martinsville Seven and Willie 
McGee. We do not welcome this isolation of death. 

Invite the Civil Rights Congress and other militant organizations to participate 
in those deliberations scheduled for Washington. That move will fill the enemy 
with dismay. 

You have excluded the CRC and its leaders from your Call. 

You have declared that the presence of its representatives would be a disturb- 
ing factor. You have called the CRC un-American and subversive. This is the 
slanderous language of the Attorney-General of the United States, whose Department 
of Justice has dismally and cynically failed to end the terror of the Klan or to afford 

any effective measures of protection to Negroes. 

You have been compelled to state that: 

“The United States has been hit in its most vulnerable spot by “We Charge 
Genocide: an Appeal to the United Nations,’ by the Civil Rights Congress.” 

Was that in the CRC subversive or un-American? I believe that only those 
Americans who, like the Attorney-General, were hit in a “most vulnerable spot” could 
argue thusly. | 

You spoke of that devasting charge of genocide .as: 

“A most damning indictment which comes with spectacular timing-on the 
heels of the Cicero riots, the killing by Sheriff -McCall in Florida of one,-and the 
wounding of another, Negro prisoner, for whom new trials had been ordered by the 
United States Supreme Court, and the killing of a Negro in Lousiana who had ap- 
pealed to the federal courts for the right to vote.” : 

Was that indictment un-American or subversive? Dges not the murderous 
events of these hours demand support for the prayer issued in this remarkable 
document? 


WHO IS THE REAL ENEMY? 


Can you really believe that an organization able to deal so damaging a blow to 
those responsible for the murderous attacks upon the Negro people, would be 
unable to contribute to the discussions you have called? The “damning indictment” 
did not exhaust the evidence. Are there those among you who fear that the presence 
of CRC representatives would guarantee that new blows would be projected and 
struck at other “vulnerable spots” in the armour of ovr oppressors? They are the 
ones to be repudiated. Such blows must rain upon the tyrants heads. Such blows 
are in the interest of the Negro masses, American democracy, and world peace. 

I say this firmly. convinced that at this moment in our history, every one of us 
bears an extremely heavy responsibility for the fate of Negro America, the fate 
of our country, the fate of all mankind. I believe that today the struggle to prote.t 
the lives and property, the Constituional righs and human-dignity of black folk in 
America has become merged with the struggles of all colored peoples and of ail 
freedom-loving mankind. This merger must be st@engthened. ) 

"We of the CRC charge genocide as a policy of government, a crime of govern- 
“ment against the Negro people. You have denied that these murderous crimes 
. constitute genocide. Let us not argue here the definition. I took it from the United 

Nations Convention on Genocide. The record of the crimes is irrefutable. | 

These crimes: mus’ be a regardless of the method or the cost, regardless 

of how high the places’ of authority occupied by those responsible. That is the

I believe your conferénce must move. That means UNITY |

THE HOUR IS LATE 


The continuation of the official policy ot ,Jimcrow aud segregation which 
breeds the ghetto and the plantation system with its share-cropping and peonage: 
Klan terror; legal and extra-legal lynchings: Cicero and Cairo, Ill; Monroe, Ga.: 
Groveland, Fla.; Peekskill, N. Y.; Willie McGee; the Tienton Six; the Martinsville 
Seven; the Ingram case; the murderous bombings of homes such as took the life of 
the Harry T. Moores, must inevitably, if continued, plunge this country into a 
regime of fascism, and the sharpest of internal conflicts. To pose the question of 
unity at such an hour will be too late. It is now when unity must be forged. The 
Negro people no longer can endure this Jimcrow hell that some call “the American 
way of life.” We cannot stand idly by and see it exported with bombs and bayonets. 

I will go beyond that. It is to turn our attention from the terrible horrors of 
this scene, to prevent the directing of our full and complete energies and lives to 
the punishment of those in power, those who are responsible for these monstrous 
crimes, that the cry has been launched that the land we love is in grave danger from - 
foreign foes and that we must prepare for war abroad. These are lies. The foe is 
here in the murderers of our people. That false and divisive ery of a foreign foe 
would wean us away from the enemies that :yuch us here at home. 

_ I do not ask you personally, or any of you, to renounce your political opinions 
or your religious convictions. I do not call for the merging of our organizations. 

These constitutional liberties are ours as of right. We have shed an ocean of 
sweat and tears in our abortive efforts to realize them. We have paid for them with 
our lives. Let us put aside all arguments supporting the immoral theory of graduali:m. 
Our unity in struggle, together with our white allies, will win these rights for us »r- 
mianently. That unity must be without distinction as to political or religious faith. 
Such unity can rally millions of the American people in nationa) stoppages of labor, 
in demonstrations and mass rallies of great significance. 

It is necessary to show our people the’ love of country does not demand sub- 
servience before the wil] of rulers who will not protect the lives and property of its 
nationals. All American history offers proof of this fact. 


RULERS WILL DIVIDE US 


It is the men who rule this country who would have us fight each other. Thus 
they are assured of our continued exploitation, the deepening and extension of their 
own jimcrow policies,»and the continued confusion of white progressive Americans. 

By lies and calumny and the indictments of those who are fearless, they would 
fill us all with fear. Fear ot being smeared, fear of victimization, fear of physical 
danger, fear to support political parties, or philosophies, in opposition to the bestial 
murderous policy of which we are the victims. But in the days of Frederick Douglass, 
we were not stopped by mere words, by similar charges or attacks. Today the cry of 
“red” that assails every protest of the “mounting atrocities cannot drown out the 
anguished moans of their innumerable black victims, which call us to action. You 
cannot heed both. Which should we heed? You must answer. We have already an- 
swered with the charge ot genocide. - . ~ es 

I say to yor, and through you to all members of the NAACP—to the Negro 
people: Let us end once and for all the pitting of Negro against Negro. ao 

Let us have unity, regardless of our varying political philosophies or religious 
beliefs. | 

Let us build the unity of the Negro people, as a guarantee that a solid phalanx 
of black Americans against jimcrow, lynching, police terror and the ghetto will be 
turned upon our common foe. : 

Let us solidify the alliance with our white worker brothers and sisters and 
abolish every form of jimcrow in the ‘nation’s capital, Washington, D. C., forever. 

Let us urge that labor in its own interests accept our political demands as part 
and parcel of its own program of action and act naw for an effective FEPC. 

Let us demand the outlawing of the Klan and all terrorist-organizations and the 
passage of effective anti-lynch legislation. : | 

Let us demand an end to the terror of inquisitenal congressional committees 
and loyalty oaths, that call tor loyalty to our enemies. Let us call for death to lynchers 
and the removal of the Smiths and McCarthys from the halls of Congress.
